Under House liili No. IX passed by 
the State legislature of North Dakota, 
absolutely under Hie control of the 
Nonpartisan Longue, there was cre a t­ 
ed Tho Hank of North Dakota. 
This 
law 
was approved 
February 2f»th, 
J 9 l h by Governor Lynn J. Frazier, 
elected by and controlled by the boss­ 
es of the Nonpartisan League of Du­ 
st ate. 


The proof of these statements may 
lie found on pages three to seven, in­ 
clusive,* of the published session laws 
of 1910 of North Dakota, 


It tieing established then that the 
Hank bf North Dakota Is a child of 
the Nonpartisan League, let us look 
a bit Into the mungement up to the 
present time.

and earnings available each year for 
such put pose.” 
The leeway thus allowed seems to 
have been ample for those Into whose 
care was given this precious under­ 
taking. 
The salary of the governor of Hie 
bank, Mr. F. VV. Cathro was placed at 
$1 0,000 a year. As evidence of this 
We have a certified copy of the bill 
of Mr. Cathro dated August 9, 1919, 
for “salary of director general of the 
Hank of North 
Dakota from April 
9th, to August Hist. 1919, inclusive. 
a period of I months and 22 days,” 
amounting to $8,944.44. 
This 
hill 
was approved by J. D. Waters, mana­ 
ger of the Hank of North Dakota on 
August loth. 1919 and by Governor 
Lynn .1. Frazier as president of the 
state auditing board on August 2kth, 
1919. 
Mr. Cathro has already sitrround­ 
ed himself in the bank with 4k as 
al stall Is. all drawing salaries of good 
size, about 
whom we 
shall

something to say 
.Mr. Cathro, was I ne president of a 
small country hank In fHl village of 
Bottineau before he enjoyed the fav­ 
or of the bosses of the Nonpartisan 
League, 
, 
Other state officials, upon election 
or appointment to office, moved to 
Bismark, the state capitol, and took 
upon blore or less permanent resi­ 
dence there. 
Not so Mr. Cathro. 


He took up his abode In the Mc­ 
Kenzie hotel, the most expensive in 
Mismark and calmly presented to tho 
state hills for his s u b s ta n c e , room 
rent, auto rides, etc. 


We have certified copies of those 
hills from the time he look office up 
to August 21st.
